I tion which divides the channel of the

Oiled Roads a Success. 

Much interest has tieen felt in dif- 
ferent parts of theThiiteil .States in 
the use of oil for ti eating the .sur- 
faces of highways.in order to lay the 
dust and to offer a hard, imiiervious, 
water-proof surface, in California 
such treatment of roads has met 
with a high degree of sun-e.ss. Sim- 
ilar experiments, however, in the 
East proved compU-te failures; the 
Eastern oil failed to i)in<l on the .sur- 
face of the road. 

When it was found that the main 
dilFereiice between the ('alifornia 
natural oils and the Eastern lay in 
the fact that the California oils con- 
tained an asphalt base, while the 
Ea--;tern oils containeil a petroleum 
or vas«*iine base, the United States 
Agricultural Ih-partment immedi- 
ately suggested that tiie failure of 
previous Eastern expe'/iments wa.s 
directly <lne to tlii.-: fact, and road 
builders tlii-ougnout the eountry 
were urged to make experiments 
with mixtures of cru'le oils witli 
crude asplialtum. Last summer the 
Conitni.s.sions of the District of t’o- 
lutnliia coirst-nleil t'l make such an 
exjK-riment. .A street in Washing- 
ton was sele -ted for tin- purp'ise and 
a number of mixtures i f .Southern 
cruile oil and aspha’tuin were spread 
in adjacent sections.

There was 
u dispute regarding its sin-cies when 
the black mon.ster was towe<l in by 
Mick l)u|K>nt and u crew of (Jreek 
fishermen. Some were of the opin- 
ion that he was of the shark variety, 
anil a majority, including men who 
claimisl to have seen the .same kind 
in foreign waters, were of the opin- 
ion that it wa.s a hlackfish. 

I)u|>ont o|>erate8 a .small .salmon 
tishing crew on the aound. The nets 
were set off West Seattle, and about 
2:.‘t0 o’clock in the morning the crew 
went out in charge uf Du|K>nt, to 
make the haul. No sooner had they 
taken hold of the seine than there 
was a terrific struggle beneath the 
waters, and it was evident that more 
than salmon hud h.*en caught. The 
men pulli-d the net to the surface, 
when the captive was brought to 
view. 

For a moment the tremendious 
tail lashi*d the water into a foam. 
The net was tom from one end to 
the other, and whatever the catch 
of salmon had lieen, it was released. 

While the fish was struggling a 
rope was secured and male fast | 
alKjut its tail. It was then the work 
of a few moments to take the oars j 
and pull for the shore. 

On the way over the fish seemed | 
to lie fagged out, and did not make i 
much resistance until near the wharf | 
when he began to fight, and for a > 
moment it looktsl as though the lit- j 
tie fishing craft and its occupants j 
would be .sent to the bottom. How- 
ever, the men managed to keep the 
fish away, and finally he was landed 
near a little jetty, where he remain- 
ed over night. 

A rough measurment .showed him 
to be a little more than nine feet 
long.

Even in the age of extravagant 
contrivances it is doubtful whether 
any toy has been constructe<l so 
unique and costly as that which 
Clarence H. Maekay recently has 
had installed on his estate at Harbor 
Hill, near Rosslym, L. I. Shooting 
galleries in which, rabbits, pigs, and 
lions bobs up and disapi>ear in front 
of a screen a dozen feet away to 
tempt and test the aim of sports- 
men have long been familiar to vis- 
itors to Coney Island and other simi- 
lar resorts. Clarence Maekay has 
constructed, in the wildest part of 
his big estate, an electric railway 
to furnish him the same sport on a 
scale and in a manner that is true to 
nature. 

The railway, which runs in an ir- 
regular ellipse and is operated by elec- 
tricity, is a mile long and goes winding 
in and out among the woods and brok- 
en ground, with all the seeming ir- 
responsibility of a wild animal. The 
animal is provided in the shape of a 
life-sized metal deer, mounted on a 
small bogie truck. At a si>ee<l which 
can be regulated at any pace up to 
10 or 12 miles an hour the deer is 
carried through the woods, and as it 
appears at the different openings 
that have been cut among the trees 
along the route of the railway Mr. 
Maekay and his sporting friends get 
a chance for just such a quick shot 
as the hunter in the Maine woods 
has to rely on to fill his bag. 

At the end of the run the truck 
pa-sses over an automatic switch 
which shuts off the current, and the 
deer comes to a standstill in a shel- 
tered pit, where a marker is posted. 
He notes the places where the deer 
has been hit. telephones, by means 
of a special wire laid down for the 
purpose, the results of his aim to 
the man with the gun, and then, as 
soon as he has pasted a piece of can- 
vas or brown pajier over the wounds 
that have been made, is ready to 
start the deer off again to run the 
gantlet of the marksman a second

The sky has long been a puzzle to 
physicists. There are two mysteries 
to explain about it— its reflection of 
light and its color, says the Success 
Magazine. The old view was that 
the blue of the sky was due simply 
to atmospheric oxygen. Oxygen has 
a faint blue tint, and the idea was 
that several miles of the gas, even 
when diluted, as it is in the air, 
would have a bright blue color. But 
this did not account for the intense 
illumination of the sky, and of re- 
cent years Tyndall’s “dust theory,” 
or some modification of it, has been 
generally accepted. This regrards 
the blue color as an optical effect,* 
like the color of very thin smoke, 
due to excessively fine particles 
floating in the air, which would also 
account for the large proportion of 
reflected light from the sky. Re- 
cent calculations by Prof. Spring, of 
Liege, Belgium, however, indicate 
that the dust in the air is not suf- 
ficient in amount, nor finely enough 
divided, to support this explanation, 
and he rejects it for] this and other 
reasons. He has gone back to the 
old oxygen theory, and accounts for 
the general illumination of the sky 
on the hypothesis, first advanced by 
Hagenbach, that intermingled layers 
of different density, in the atmos- 
phere, give it the power of reflecting 
light.
